Without leaving the spot of our residence, supposing 
the universe constituted as it now is, we might study 
out the character and constitution cf the countless in- 
habitants of at least one husdred millions of worlds 
which we know to eis, nay, of ten thousand times 
that number which probably exist. Every movemeni 
of matter arcund us, however infinitesimal, would be 
freighted with new knowledge, perhaps from distant 
spheres. Every ray of lieu that met our gaze from the 
broad heavens above us would print an image upon our 
vleval organs of events transpiring in distant worlds.

They 
think the work that is left over from to¢ay must be done 
tomorrow, and the more they do today the less work 
they will have tomorrow. They try to delay rather than 
40 hurry, and this is so throughout the German facto- 
ries.

I watched 
the man, and found that he was cutting only a hair- 
line at a time when he should have been taking off a 
Quarter of an inch.” „ 

“The German laborers have not the same incentives 
to work that we have,” continued the assistant man- 
ager. “The German system of employment is bad. 
Everything here is done by piecework, and the prices is 
gauged by what a man can do in a day. If he does 
much more tha has been expected, his employers lower 
the price, and the result is he has to work twice as 
hard for the same money.

A brief while later, the 
Cramps will launch also the Pennsylvania, and the 
Newport News yard will follow shortly with the Mary- 
land. The California and the South Dakota, building

I 
am told they are excellent workmen and in some re- 
spects superior to men of the same class in the United 
States, although they do not work as fast. 

Indeed, the matter of locality seems to affect the 
speed of the workmen. Take a Berlin laborer to New 
York and he begins to hustle, and, on the other hand, 
a New York workman, if imported to Wermany, is said 
to adopt the German methods, and after a few montis’ 
Stay to outdo the German in slowness. 

The laws of Germany take good care of the laborer. 
The state has insurance companies for the sick and the 
aged, and accidents are well regulated. The people of 
late years have been paying attention to labor mat- 
ters, and the capitalists vie with each other in treating 
their hands well. Many of the factories have free 
baths for their employés, such as I saw in the Loewe 
works. Many have cheap eating rooms, the Union 
Geselischaft, for instance, serving a dinner of soup, 
bread and meat for about 9 cents to such as wish it. 

In my walk through this electrical works | found 
Many women employed at all sorts of things. The 
delicate labor of winding the armatures for electrical 
meters is done by them, and they are used in other 
ekilled branches of labor’ The women are well dressed 
and good looking. Many are giris of 18 or 20. and all 
seem very intelligent. They are paid only about half 
ag much wages as the men, and they do the work 
equally well, if not better. 


Electricity in Germany. 


They tell me that there is little chance for our big 
electrical companies in Germany. I had a chat with 
the director of one of the leading electrical establish- 
ments the other night. The man asserted that the 
Westinghouses had lost money last year and that they 
had little hopes of doing much in competition with the 
German combinations. 

Germany is the most advanced of all European coun- 
tries along electrical lines. Its chief cities are already 
equipped with electric lights and electric cars. Its fac- 
tories are up-to-date and they have the latest inven- 
tions. They have abundant capital and connections 
which enable them to practically ¢ontro! the trade. 

There are now four groups of electrical manufactur- 
ers here, and their capital is about half a billion 
marks, or about $125,000,000. Each of these groups is 
backed by banking and business interests which are 
ready to push it. One. for instance, has the Dresdener 
Bank and the Bleichroders, who aid in placing the stock 
of the company among their clients, who give it filnan- 
cial support and who are ready to organize companies 
which may support it without being directly. connected 
with it. 

Suppose, for instance, the company ascertains that 
the horse car lines of Buenos Ayres can be profitably 
changed to electric lines. The financial company or- 
ganized by the bankers will buy the lines and 
build fhem and the bankers will place the stock. They 
will also see that the electrical company has the con- 
tracts for furnishing the supplies, so that one company 
works into the hands of the other, andthey all work for 
the good of the various institutions and men connected 
with them. This is the case with every electrical com-

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QUEER FOREIGN SCHOOLS. 


Dirty CHILDREN IN SWEDEN’sS CAPITAL ARB 
SCRUBBED INA arm TUB.

Going to school in foreign countries is sometimes 
attended with peculiar experiences which are un- 
known to school children in the United States. 

In Stockholm, the capital of Sweden, for instance, it 
seems that the boys and girls do not always answer the 
sound of the school bell with their faces and hands 
nicely washed and looking clean and neat. This, ~ of 
course, never happens in America, where boys and girls 
are not afraid of soap and water, or the comb and 
brush; but in far-off Stockholm, sad to say, it same- 
times doe. 

As a remedy for this, one of the great public schools 
in that city has its entire basement occupied by bath- 
rooms, and when a child appears in his or her seat 
looking unwashed and untidy, down to the bathroom 
that scholar goes. A boy, after being scrubbed and hav- 
ing his hair combed properly, is made to clean his boots 
and brush his clothes before he is allowed to go back 
to the schovlrvom and begin his studies and recitations. 
There is no escape from cleanliness in that school. If

down to the bathroom. 

There are fifty bath tubs in the basement, and they are 

ly all made use of every day. Some of the scholars, 
before the bath tubs were put in, used to complain, when 
taken to task for coming to school dirty, that they had 
not proper facilities for making themselves clean at 
home. Others bad careless parents who did not care 
how their children went to sebool. So it was decided 
to turn the big basement into a bath-hbouse, and now 
that schoo] is as clean as any in the world—in fact, it 
boasts of being the cleanest, though some American 
schools might dispute that claim and not have bath 
tubs in the basement either. 

Another feature of this school of bath tubs at Stock- 
holm is a midday meal, which is given to the poorest 
of the scholars, whose parents are so poor that they 
cannot provide them with lunches to take with them, 
or have to go out to work all day and would, therefore, 
not be home to give the child anything to eat, if he 
went home at noontime. 

Strange to say, this feature of the school is much 
more popular among the scholars than the bath tubs, 
and the daily combing and scrubbing. 0 

Another achoc! which is rather different from others 
exists in China. It is a school conducted by the mis- 
sionaries and is attended by pupils of all ages from the 
littie fellows with little pigtails, to grown men with 
big. long pigtails.

Except for the fishery of midwinter, the 
early Spring fishery is the stormiest of the year, and 
every spring the ‘watchers at the Heads see smacks re- 
turn with colors at half mast. Easter is sure to be a 
time of mourning instead of rejoicing for at least a few

The hazard deters none. very season the vessels 
race to the far off shore grounds as if they were yacats 
racing in summer breezes for a cup. Life is full of 


. keeen delight for the men. They go out to their weeks 


and months of fishing as merrily as if they were boys 
going to play. ; 

Fine racers are these sloops and schooners, with their 
quick motions, built to turn as suddenly on their heels 
as ever a dancer twirled. Clap on! Clap on!” is the 
motto, coming and going. When men in cities are 
holding on to their hats and women are struggling 
with their skirts in March blasts, the fishermen bead- 
ing toward the great waters are holding on, too—hold- 
ing on to all the sail that they can carry and “letting 
ber drive” through the green of it. 

Great is the laughter of other crews at that one whose 
skipper takes in more canvas than they consider neces- 


preted unerringly. Simple gestures, such as holding up 
both hands or erecting an oar, all convey a direct mes- 
sage that is never misunderstood or overlooked. 

So the men on a smack at one end of the big fishing 
line seem to know always how the smacks at the other 
end are faring. Keen as the race to the grounds is the 
race to load first with fish and run for home. The men 
watch one another like hawks and if a smack gets its 
dories over a particularly good ground, the others move 
in on ber silently, cunningly in the night to share her 
luck. 

So, too, when the smacks return to port. The crews 
that get home first are expected to bring back the news 
of all the rest. “Will the Mary Lancaster be in soon?” 
asks a part owner. “When we left ‘er on the twelfth 
of March, she was three-quarters full and doin’ well. 
She ought to be in in four days,” answers the skipper. 
“Jack sends his love and says to tell you they'll be in 
before the week's out. shouts a fisherman to a woman 
waiting on the end of the wharf. 


Racing for “the Market.” 


But the first question that the returning fishermen 
ask is as to the condition of the market. Gloucester is 
a jealous town and there is bitter fighting between its 
dealers and the sharp dealers on the long wharf in 
Boston. Nowhere in New England are there more 
amusing and sometimes dramatic instances of typical 
Yankee shrewdness than in the fight for the best prices 
in the fish market. 

It is this fight for the cream of the market that has 
done the most to evolve the present type of fliers that 
distinguishes the beautiful Gloucester fleet. A Glouces- 
terman will maintain at any time that no boat afloat 
can outsall a fisherman, and he has abundant reason for

The typical Gioucester fisherman is pot 
as a yacht; in weather so wicked that a yacht 
useless as a stick of wood, the Gloucester vessel will 
spread an appalling area of sail and stand out for the 
Banks in a perfectly matter-of-fact way. 


A true Grand Banks schooner, built for codfishing 
and the winter-frozen herring trade, is from 100 to 125 
feet long. A craft like the Jobn J. Fiaherty, one of 
Gloucester’s best, which is 122 feet over all, will have 
a beam of 25 ‘feet. She draws from 11% to 12% feet of 
water and carte a mainmast 75 feet high with a 
foremast 63 to 65 feet. The foretopmast will be 39 or 
40 feet and the maintopmast is 42 io 45 feet long. 

Such a vessel ls built with especial view to being easy 
to ancor in a heavy sea. This is one of the important 
qualities of Gloucester fishing craft, for practically all 
their fishing is done from dories and the smacks lie at 
anchor throughout, except when they are shifting 
ground, although the smaller vessels often run out with 
the dories and help to set or haul trawis. 

These big Grand Banks schooners carry immense car- 
goes. The Flaherty carries 2200 barrels for herring and 
on her first trip she loaded 600,000 pounds of codfish.

At midnight, every night, several of the big bread 
bakeries in town give half a loaf of bread and a cup of 
coffee to every man who applies. At one of these the 
tramp “doubles” again. Then he goes to bed, having 
saved a sandwich and a piece of bread for breakfast. 

Next morning, he must make good his promise to call 
at the army headquarters and look for work. He is 
not to be the tired, discouraged tramp this time. He is 
to play the part of the man who is thoroughly worthy 
and, to do that, be must look as neat as possible. But 
he bas almost a week's growth of beard and his hair is 
long and unkempt. What can he do without money? 
Why, get a shave and hair cut, a shampoo and a rub 
down, of course. Nothing is easier. 


Shave and Hair Cut for Nothing. 


Down on Canal street there is a school for barbers. 
Here the young men who are learning their trade gladly 
welcome anyone who will submit himself to their ama- 
teur hands. They are not the scissor-and-razor experts 
that are to be met with in the best barber shops, but, 
though it takes them some time to perform their opera- 
tions, they give a clean shave and a neat hair cut and. 
what is more important in this case they thank the tramp 
for coming in and allowing them to practice on him 
So, with a bath, neat clothes, a clean shave and a hair 
cut, the aristocratic grafter presents himself at the 
Salvation Army headquarters a changed man internally 
and externally. Yet he has not spent a cent, nor has 
he done a stroke of work. 

“Say, he says to the Adjutant in charge, “I got a 
chance to get a job in Brooklyn, so I guess I'll go over 
there. No, | don't want no money. This is on the 
vel. But, say, I've been out of a job a long time now 
and I ain't very clean. If you'll give me a clean shirt 
and collar, I'll give you the ones I've got on, and then 
I think I can get this job.” 

Nothing could be more laudable than such a desire 
for cleanliness, so the exchange is made and the tramp 
leaves headquarters looking neat and clean except for 
his torn coat. This, it would seem, presents insur- 
mountable difficulty. But nothing is easier. e ser- 
vices of a tailor can be had for nothing. 


His Master Stroke. 


All this preparation has been made with only one ob- 
ject in view. He wants to make himeelf worthy looking 
so he can present himself at the relief station of the 
Y. M. C. A. at 153 Bowery. This is the only place in 
New York where he can get a free bed and two free 
meals a day for a period of two or three weeks at a time. 
They will keep the ordinary tramp two weeks and then. 
if he seems to make no effort to help himself, they will 
put him out. 

But the gentleman bum goes in looking so sleek and 
acts the part of the victim of misfortune with such con- 
summate art, that he is settled for three weeks.During 
all that time he occupies the same bed and gets two 
square meals a day. The hot and cold shower baths are 
at his disposal as often as he wants to use them; and 
the more frequently he washes his clothes, the higher 
will he rise in the estimation of the manager. But best 
and most remarkable of all, a tailor is always in atten- 
dance and tears and rips and misfit clothes are corrected 
without cost to the wearer. So, in one day, this tat- 
tered tramp becomes the well-groomed man of the world. 
with his face always shaved and his clothes always neat 
and clean. 


How He Works His Acquaintances. 


Every day he goes about among the cheap lodging 
houses and spends his time picking up acquaintances 
among those who are willing to work for their living. 
These men he uses when he needs them. While he is 
comfortably fixed at the Y. M. C. X., he does little ex- 
cept accept cigarettes and beer from them, usually at 
his own suggestion, but as soon as his three weeks begins 
to draw to a close, he becomes as friendly with these 
men as possible. 

Then he leaves the V. M. C. A. with praises ringing in 
his ear. He says he has secured a job in Philadelphia, 
man the manager politely for his kindness and dias 
pears. But he does not go to Philadelphia. He begins 
to use his newly-made friends. 

At 5:30 o'clock every night he sends one of then to 
the Salvation army headquarters to get a ticket for a 
bed and meal. This friend is always one who has paid 
for a bed in some lodging house and therefore does not 
need the ticket. As a mark of his friendship he gives 
the ticket to the aristocratic “grafter.” 

This scheme can be “worked” for only a week or 
two. It would ruin everything for the leisurely gen- 
tleman to appear too often at the same lodging house 
with a free ticket. So, when he thinks his welcome is 
in danger, he goes to the Municipal Lodging House and 
stays there for two nights. Then he disappears, for, if 
he tried it a third time in succession, he would be sent 
to the “Island” for a term of anywhere from one to 
three months. 


The Gentleman Travels. 


During all this time he has managed to keep supplied 
with clean linen. He can get that in almost any quar- 
ter of the city—at the Y. M. C. A. lodging house, at the 
Salvation Army headquarters, or at the offices of a half 
dozen other charity organizations, because he always 
looks neat and deserving. 

All this time, too, he has been eating bis four or five 
meals a day, he has had his newspapers, tobacco and 
liquor from his picked-up acquaintances, and, by call 
ing at the Mills Hotel on Saturday evening he has usu- 
ally managed to secure a free ticket for some concert or 
oratorio to be given the next evening. 

When. after two months or so of this life, he feels that

While in Paris I availed myself of the privilege of 
attending the weekly salons in his home, where astem-

@nment. It is now many years since this grand old

For most of us, I suppose, Persia, and the Orient 
generally, are as much myths as the tales of Orpheus 
and Hercules—a land full of an incomprehensible his- 
tory of gods, men and beasts. And our mental pictures | 
of daily life there would be, no doubt, the coming to 
Rife of the iHuminations we have seen ln musty old 


manuscripts. 


However, “once upon a time,” an insidious force be- 
gan to canker the warp and woof of oriental life, com- 
fag from where’ Perhaps exhumed from eastern 
ground, as certain fatal diseases from some places in 
our western carth. From time to time, since that far- 
off day, murmurs from Mussulman multitudes have 
beat ominously against despot's ears, yet they never 
hear in those suppressed noises the grave words of the 
Trappists, “Frere, II faut mourir.” Despotism still | 
lives in that land, and “The tyrant is dead! can only, 
as ever, be followed by the historic cry, “Praize be unto 


Mobhammet! as another tyrant takes bis place. 


In so far as outrageous happenings in the Orient are the 
result of political strategy upon the European chess- 
board, for the rest of the world they can only be a 
tragic spectacle. But in so far as they are the result of 
recognizing or denying principles governing the life 
and liberty of human beings, they become questions for 
universal consideration and are vital to the world’s 


progress. 
What Prince Malcom Khan has accomplished in Per- 
gia shows what signifies reform at work in the Orient 


untrammeled by European interference. For forty 


years the united diplomatic force of Europe tried to re- 


generate Turkey, for the same forty years Malcom 


Khan, single handed, was regenerating Persia, and 
dealing there with the same vicious and corrupt ideas 
that enslaved the Ottoman Empire. But his advantage 
was that from the beginning, he knew what a Russian 
Chancellor, an English Prime Minister and other dis- 
tinguished diplomats, not the least among whom ls His 
Grace, the Duke of Argyle, came to know after forty 
years of political catastrophies, that progreas in the 


Orient is possible only with the fall of despotism, and 
does not mean “making representations” to the Shah, 


or tearing out superstitions. The settlement of the 
Lebanon question is an example of the reform principle 
on a small scale, and progress in Persia is certainly an 


example on a large scale. 


Among the substantial, dignified dwellings opposite

Military Prowess. 

A glance at the Bulgarian army of today is not with- 
out its interest, though, in the present atmosphere of 
nervous denial on the part of every neighboring State 
that anything in the shape of military or nayal prepa- 
ration is going forward, one is almost prepared for a 
semi-official repudiation of the existence of a Bulgarian 
army. With the exception of one important arm, the 
general impression with the force, on a peace footing, 
gives one of thoroughness. 

The Slav is not a horseman, and, lacking the Cossack 
element of the Russian army, the Bulgarian effective is 
distinctly weak in cavalry. The infantry is a most work- 
manlike body, composed for the greater part of short, 
sturdy, wiry-looking men, combining an air of good dis- 
cipline with one of unfailing cheerfulness, while their 
officers possess a smartness and “go” which argues 4 
keenness in their profession. Of the artillery and trans- 
port branches I am not in a position to give an opinivoa 
formed on detailed observation, but the best horses 
which the country can boast are to be found in these 
services. and a gun or wagon which can encompass the 
irregularities of the ordinary Balkan road during the 
winter season should find no difficulty im sustaining a 
high standard of mobility in any campaign fought under 
ordinary conditions.

Along the Mexican Coast. 


Acapulco. Mexico, has one of the most perfect land- 
locked harbors in the world. We got into the outer 
harbor, about five o'clock one afternoon, and went 
through a rigid quarantine inspection. A long, low 
white fort, built by the French, guards the entrance 
into the inner harbor. We went in just as the sun 
slipped out of sight behind small. pointed mountains, 
leaving the round harbor glowing like a sapphire, and 
the hills around it tipped with pink. And then came a 
blaze of color: the lavender turned to gold and then to 
scarlet. A few cocoanut palms outlined against the sky 
completed the picture. It was gorgeous! Acapulco is a 
dirty little village, with water and pigs. running indis- 
criminately through (he streets. The most interesting 
feature of the town is a battered white chyrch, which 
at one time was almost destroyed by a tidal wave. It is 
several hundred years old, and the interior glitters with 
gilt and candelabra. At one side of the altar, in a glass 
coffin, lies the effigy of Christ, bleeding and in agony. 
It was a ghastly sight, and the little plaza in front of the 
church, filled with flowers and birds, was a vast relief 
after the grewsome interior. 

Every Mexican port, and chief among them Mazatlan, 
made a rigid inspection of the ship for fever patients. 
And now Mazatlan, the prettiest town on the west coast 
of Mexico, is shunned by those against whom she so 
rigidly guarded herself, a victim of a worse disease 
the plague. 

Mazatian was the last stopping place before San Fran- 
cisco. It was frichtfully hot crossing the Gulf of Cai- 
ifornia. and rough. The ship pitched and rolled. Once 
around Cape San Lucas the weather moderated, and 
suddenly, one morning, we awoke to find a cold breeze 
blowing. and welcomed the use of steamer rugs, long 
stowed away out of sight. 

To make up for lost time, the captain steered into 
Santa Barbara Channel, and we passed between Santa 
Catalina and the malnlaud just at sundown. It was a 
smooth night, after the roll out in the ocean, and a wel- 
come one. In another day the fog had us in its grasp. 
and we knew that San Francisco was actually near at 
hand. 

One morning I got up at six o'clock, to see the pilot 
come aboard, and presently, when the fog lifted, Cliff 
Holise loomed low against the rocks and Point Bonita 
was passed. We were in the harbor and a safe port at 
last, browner, wiser and many pounds heavier for thirty- 
two days at sea.

London’s Big Timepiece. 
THE WorRLD’s Most Famous CLOCK 
MAKES ITs TOILET. 


From London Illustrated Mail. 


IG BEN is now showing a cleaner face to London 

than it has done for fifteen years. The four dials 

of the clock, which is popularly called Big Ben, 
after its monster hour bell, have during the past four 
weeks been thoroughly cleaned both inside and out. 

The men whose duty it was to wash the outside of 
the dials were suspended at a height of 180 feet on 
cradies. From the ground the workers looked very 
diminutive, being little more than half the size of the 
clock’s minute hands. 

Each dial is 22% feet in diameter, or 400 square feet 
in area. The hour figures are two feet long and the 
spaces between the minutes are one foot each. The 
length of the minute hands is eleven feet. 

In addition to the cleaning. the clock works and belis 
have been overhauled. The clock is wound up every 
Monday, Wednésday and Friday afternoon, the opera- 
tion keeping three men busy for several hours. The 
pendulum is over thirteen feet long, and weighs nearly 


700 pounds.

It is the second Big Ben, for 
the first one was cracked. The present bell also had 
the misfortune to show a.flaw, but to a much smaller 
extent, and for three years its work was performed by 
the biggest quarter bell. Then Big Ben was turned 
round so as to present a fresh place for the hammer 
to strike upon. A smaller striker. weighing four hun- 
dred-weight, was also introduced, and for twenty-six 
years Big Ben has boomed its sonorous note over Lon- 
don. 

Big Ben has the reputation of being the most trust- 
worthy public clock in England. Except under special 
provocation, such as the clogging of its hands by snow, 
it seldom varies more than four or five seconds in a 
week—a remarkable record when Big Ben's massive 
proportions are taken into consideration. 

The clock, in fact, approaches very near to the ideal 
set up by Lord Grimthorpe, “the only peer clockmaker.” 

“A public clock,” he said, “should not vary more than 
five seconds in any week. This is ample margin to al- 
low now that we know from the Westminster and other 
clocks that they may be made to go without much more 
than a second a week variation.” Big Ben is a splendid 
example to all the other street timepieces of London, 
hardly one of which is ever in exact agreement with its 
nearest neighbor. 

Big Ben, the bell, huge though it is, is a mere dwarf 
compared with some other bella. There is one at Mos- 
cow which scales no less than 220 tons. or more than 
sixteen times the weight of Big Ben. There are many 
cottages smaller than this bell. A family of four could

never tolls; it is broken, and its only function is to 
amaze visitors who are allowed to inspect it. Moscow, 
however, has another bell in working order which 
weighs 110 tons. . 

The next largest bell in the world is less than a third 
of this weight, that at Novgorod, scaling thirty-one 
tons. Then come the bells at Cologne (25 tons 10 evt..) 
and Vienna (17 tons 14 cwt.) The big bell at St. Paul's 
Cathedral is sixth on the list. weighing 16 tons 14 cwt., 
and Big Ben occupies next place with its 13 tons 11 ert. 
The bell at Notre Dame, Paris, is nearly a ton smaller. 
Outside London, York has the largest bell in England (10 
tons 15 et.) and Manchester has the next heaviest 
(8 tons 3 cwt.) 

Manchester, by the way, has a set of chiming bells 
in its town hall, pronounced by experts to be the best 
proportioned of any in England, but the two largest 
ringing peals are those of St. Paul's and Worcester

MOROCCO’S QUAINT CAPITAL. 

A long line of gray walls, broken here and there by 
battlemented towers and topped by the white bulldings 
of the Sultan's palace and a few minarets—such is the 
traveler's first view of Fez as he approaches the capital 
by the main caravan road. It is an unattractive ap- 
proach, for the last eight or ten miles of the 175 that Ie 
between Tangicr and the largest and most Important city 
of Morocco pass over a plateau between level, unbroken 
stretches of corn-growing country, bounded on the north 
by bare hills, and farther away, on the south, by 2 
range of rugged mountains. 

One sees little but its gray, monotonous walls appear 
ing on the horizon. Yet it is an ideal site for a city, 
and Mulai Idris, its founder and patron saint, did not 
err in fixing upon it for his capital when, early in the 
ninth century A.D. be laid its foundations. There Is a 
picturesque story told of the origin of its name; for Fas, 
as the Moors call it, means a “hoe” in Arabic, and it is 
said that as Mulai Idris turned the first sod he cried, 
“Here I plant my hoe”—a tradition almost identical 
with the naming of Kairouan by the great Okba. The 
main entrance to Fez, the Bag Segma, is an unworthy 
gateway for such a city, for it* consists of little 
more than an archway cut in the wall, with no 
pretensions to size or decoration. 

There is a second gateway on the right, in the wall 
that encircles the Palace Gardens, through which on the 
great feast days of the year the Sultan rides to pray at 
the “Msala” near by. The “Msala” itself is a short, 
white-crested wall, with a niche or mibrab facing the 
east, and is situated only a few hundred yards away on 
the slope of the hill. Insignificant enough in itself, it 
presents on state occasions a marvelous picture. 

Entering through the Bag Segma one passes for « 
short distance along a street lined with little. shopa, 
where dried figs and raisins, walnuts and groceries are 


}exposed for sale. A sharp turn to the right leads one 


into the outermost of the public squares of the palaca, 
an oblong inclosure, surrounded by high walis and 
pierced at each end by great gateways. On the right is 
the facade and entrance to the arsenal, a particularily 
hideous mixture of bad oriental and worse European 
taste, while straight in front is the “Gate of the Lion,“ 
a fine archway in modern Moorish style, somewhat 
spoiled by its gaudy coloring, which time is happily 
softening: It is under the shade of its heavy roof that 


one of the several governors of Fez holds his publie 


court and deals out what he calls justice. He sits cross- 
legged, attended by secretaries, in a deep niche in the 
gateway, while in a semi-circle before him squat his 
dozens of white-robed and red-capped soldiers. Before 
him kneel the plaintif! and defendant, both talking 
volubly at the same time, and each calling God to wit- 


ness that the other is a liar—which is probably true. 


A second public square lies beyond tis archway, on 


to which open the gates of the private precincts of the 
Sultan's palace, with their guard of soldiers, probably 
fast asleep. it is from this second square that the 
routes to old and new Fez respectively divide.’ The lat- 
ter consists of the upper and more modern town and 
contains the palace, the “Mellah.” or Jew's quarter, and 
a district almost entirely official, but boasts little of in- 
terest.—[London Times.

Copway, has left on 
record the following story of how hie mother was once 
cured of a severe sickness by seeing the girls play Pah- 
pah-se-kah-way.

“I remember some winters before the teachers of the 
paleface came to the lodge of my father, my mother 
Was very sick. Many thought she would not recover 
her health. At this critical juncture she told my father 
that it was her wish to see the ‘maiden’s ball play,’ and 
cave as a reason for her requtst that, were she to see 
the girls at play, it would so enliven her spirits with the 
reminiscences of early daye as to tend to her recovery. 

“The next day, at early dawn, the crier of my father 
went around to inform the village damsels that the ball 
game would be played at the request of the chief's wife. 
Two large spruce trees were transported from the woods 
to holes in the ice to serve as goals, and in the after- 
noon all the people of the village were on the shores of 
the lake. Among them was my mother wrapped up in 
furs and blankets to keep her from the cold. I scarcely 
recollect anything equal to the sport of that day. When 
it was over the players stood in a circle to recetve the 
rewards allotted to each, and in a few minutes I heard 
them in their wigwams, jesting and laughing at the 
day's Sport.“ 

The chief's wife was as enthusiastic as any of the 
players, and so recovered her spirits that she got well.

And 
when renewing these articles, lay in a stock of cleaning 
materials—soap, bath brick dust, brass and silver polis). 
When you are paying a man or a woman by the day, it 
is a waste of money, as well as of time, to be forced 
to send out after cleansing materials. A wall brush, 
an old broom covered with a woolen bag, and a new, 
stout scrubbing brush should be on your list of supplies, 
to say nothing of an abundance of cloths. Do not ex- 
pect your work people to secure results without tools. 
A scrub brush worn almost to the board is no unusual 
sight in otherwise neat kitchens. 


“In the matter of cloths, do not imagine that any old 
rag will do. | know a woman who considers towels worn 
completely through the center as admirably suited for 
cleansing purposes. How she expects to secure results 
from holes, I do not know. Have stout woolen cloths 
for the woodwork and floors, cotton flannel and

For 
this, | recommend mattings—green, blue and white—as 
color schemes in any rooms you may be doing over, 
and the disappearance of all heavy bric-a-brac. Avoid 
the ‘cosy look’ in summer. 

“Conduct your preparations with intelligence, partic- 
ularly reserving one room for repairs, as | suggested, 
and, unless you have a large house, a week should be 
sufficient for the entire process. I do it in even less 
time, but then, as I said before, my husband is away 
and we live most aimply during the time, often having 
our dinner sent in from a convenient restaurant, after 
the days work. 

“It is all very well for writers on household eco- 
nomics to say that house-cleaning is not necessary, if 
you keep house well the year around. It is essential, if 
only to balance up things, so to speak, renew supplies, 
and, incidentally, relieve the housekceper’s feelings.”

The fact that this 
rose is an annual bloomer, causes it to be slighted by 
many who crave a constant blossom, but Kit bloomed 
only one week of the year, it would be worthy of gar- 
den room, so exquisite is it in all itg shades of pink and 
yellow, its large single petals fluttering with every kiss 
of the wind.

I spread, after gathering. the great 
masses of brilliant red petals out upon papers, on the 
attic floor, and in a few days they were dried without 
any perceptible ehriveling or loss of perfume, and very 
littie change of color. When thoroughly dry they were 
placed in pasteboard boxes lined with waxed paper to 
keep out dampness, and during the holiday season ! 
made cases of sheer and dainty bolting cloth. and

Christian Science and Childbirth. 


— — 


EFERRING to a recent paragraph In this depart- 
Roe on the possibility of greatly decreasing the 

pains of childbirth by attention to diet previous to 
confinement, a correspondent sends The Times an ac- 
count of how she suceeeded in bringing into the world 
several children without any pain whatever, or without 
any aesistance, simply through the power of Christian 
Science. She encloses a portrait of one of ber children. 
The letter is addressed to the editor of this department, 
and begins “Dear Madam Now, the question is, how 
this correspondent managed to discover that the editor 
of the “Care of the Body Department” is a woman, even 
when his own wife is not aware of the fact. This must 
be another manifestation of the power of Christian Sei- 


If the pains of childbirth may be entirely avoided by 
having fccourse to Christian Science; it is something 
which young mothers will be interested to note. Come 
to think of it, hcowever, there is no such thing as pain, 
according to Christian Scientists, so that the correspond- 
ent, according to her theory, merely escaped something 
which does not exist. 

The reference to this subject appears to have struck 
a responsive chord. The following communication has 
been received from a Ventura county correspondent 

“In the Magazine of March 1 you have an article in 
your department on ‘Diet in Confinement.’ Will you 
please kindly tell me all that you possibly can in regard 
to this subject? Please give us a list of foods which 

— may be safely eaten; and in regard to sitz baths and 
other baths. 

“I have waited, as I have no doubt thousands of other 
women have also waited, hoping some one elve would 
write and ask you to give all the help yéu know. 

“Write so that men, also, may realize their responsi- 
bility during those months, and will see the need that 
women should be relieved from all possible care and 
anxiety, and by so doing confer a great blessing upon 
thousands.” 

Foods to be used sparingly during the early months 
of pregnancy, and to be avoided entirely for about four 
months before confinement. are grains of all kinds, and 
foodstuffs made from them, such as bread, cereal foods, 
Ste., also all members of the pulse family. including 
beans, peas and lentils. Rice is the oury grain that is. 
permissible. The diet should cons'st largely of fruits 
and vegetables, especially juicy fruits, with a little 
milk, eggs or meat once a day, to supply nitrogenous 
matter. Vegetables and fruit should not be taken at 
the same meal. A sample dietary for the last four 
months of pregnancy would be something like the fol- 
lowing. 

For breakfast—unless the “no breakfast plan is fol- 
lowed, which is an excellent thing—a little rruft, fresh 
or stewed, a cup of tea or coffee, and a rice pancake. 
For the middie meal of the cay, whether it is called 
lunch or dinner, a little tomato soup, or other light 
soup, potatoes, mashed and browned, and vegetables of 
any kind, with a couple of eggs or a smal! piece of 
meat. At night a light meal of stewed rice with ap- 
ples, prunes or other fruit. Drink plenty of distilled 
water between meals. 

This dietary may be varied to suit the taste of the 
patient, for it is not desirable to attempt to consume 
food that is not relished. The main thing is, during 
the last few months, to avoid as much as possible food 
that forms bone or muscle, the chief varieties of which 
are grain amd the pulses. After the child is born, the 
dietary should be reversed, and plenty of nitrogenous 
food consumed, in the shape of grain and pulse and 
milk and ezgs and meat. whereupon it will be found that 
the child will make a wonderful growth. 

As to bathing, tepid baths—either sitz or whole 
baths—should be taken regularly. A quick cold sponge 
of the whole body, followed by a vigorous rubbing on 
rising, is excellent. It is true that the patient during 
this period should be relieved as much as possible of 
care and anxiety, but on the other hand regular exer- 


cise of a gentle kind should be taken up to the last. The | 


woman who lies around on a lounge during most of her 
pregnant time is preparing trouble for herself. 

The ancients realized far more than we do the im- 
portance of care for the mother, before the child was 
born. In Greece a pregnant woman would be surrounded 
by everything that is beautiful—artistic statuary and 
paintings and other things of that kind—while nothing 
of an unpleasant character was allowed to come near 
her. It is well known that unpleasant impressions, or 
shocks, experienced by the mother, make their influences 
felt upon the child. Child culture should, indeed, begin 
months before the birth. 

It is true, as this correspondent says, that men should 
realize the responsibility to their wives during this try- 
ing period. Some of them do, but unfortunately many 
of them do not, and this generally, not from lack of 
sympathy of affection but merely because they have never 
given the subject a serious thought. In some countries 
they go to another extreme. For instance, in some 
parts of the south of Europe and in Southeastern Asia 
it is the custom, after the child is born, for the hus- 
band to go to bed, where he is carefully tended by his 
wife and relatives, and fed on gruel, while the mother 
goes about her regular work. The practice probably 
originated in the idea that it would not do to let the 
young mother think that she is the “whole thing

boast that they are up and about within a day or two 
after a confinement. 


confinement, the woman should avoid any great strain, 
such as lifting heavy weights, or climbing a hill. 
takes about six weeks for the womb to resume its nor- 
mal position, and lack of care during this period has led 
to many bad cases of protracted womb trouble, some- 
times making a woman an invalid for life. Another 
thing to be strongly recommended is the nursing of the 
infant by the mother wherever possible. It has been 
ascertained by experience that women who nurse their 
children are much les Hable to womb troubles and 
other ailments resulting from childbirth than those who 
fail to do so.

Mention was recently made in this department of a 
big new cereal! food factory that is being built by some 
people from Battle Creek, in the southeastern part of the 
city. Another company that has been engage i for some 
time past in preparing and selling health foods is the 
Phospho Health Food Company, of 320 New High street. 
This firm manufactures five products—noa-starch meal, 
Germo, coffee, wafers and flour. Tue coffee is flavored | 
with chickory from which the undesirable elements 


to coffee flends, who are trying to wean themselves from 
the drug. It is suggested that those who find it dim 
cult to leave off fee might begin by adding about half 
coffee to one of these imitation coffees, and gradually 
reduce the quantity. b A. Harrison, one of the mem- 
bers of the company, who is the originator of these 
foods, superintends the manufacture with much care, 
And evidently has an intelligent comprehension of the 
food question. In buying health foods, preference 
should be given, wherever possible, to the local prod- 
uct, so as to encourage home industry. 

Mr. Harrison claims that cooking these foods in vacuo, 
under pressure, in their own moisture, conserves al! the 
natural flavor and nutritious qualities peculiar to the 


grain. 


Health of Les Angeles. 


HE report of Dr. Powers, the health officer of Los 

Angeles, for the year 1902. contains some interest- 
ing facts. There were 2290 deaths reported to the office 
during the year, giving a death rate of 16.96 per thous- 
and, using 135,000 as the estimated population of the 
city. It looks I'ke a rather high death rate for a health 
resort, but then, as The Times has previously shown, 
it is just because this is a health resort that the per- 
centage is higher than it would otherwise be. Of the 
2290 deaths, 802 had resided in the city lees than one 
year, and 284 of the deaths were in the County Hospital, 
which receives patients from all portions of the county 
outside of the city. There were less births than deaths 
during the year, the births numbering 1903. 

There were 484 deaths from tuberculosis. Of these, 
212 had been in Los Angeles less than twelve months. 
Commenting upon this feature, which is referred to in 
this department this week, Dr. Powers properly says:

HE Russians do not take the pride and Interest in 
Y their country homes that the English, and, latterly, 
the Americans, have takea in theirs. 

The Russians prefer to know you, and to be known 
from their life in the town, an@ they seldom extend 
invitations to foreigners to vielt them in the country. 
ut it ls only in the country that one finds them Rus- 
Stans: in the town they are cosmopolitan, with the lan- 
guage, the social arts and graces, especially of the 
French. 

it was upon an early autumn morning at 5 o'clock that 
a party of three foreigners found themselves at a small 
station in the Russian steppes after a night's railroad 
journey. A drive of nearly five hours lay before us to 
the home of our hostess, and the troika stood ready. 
having been sent over night. At the station there was 
plenty of hot tea—tea such as one gets only in Russia-— 
and soon the horses dashed across the steppes, follow- 
ing some car tracks in the grass, and with nothing but 
grass in front, around, behind; grass carpeting the land 
for miles and miles, encroaching even upon the path it- 
self. 

Soon we came to a small stream, and the horses 
plunged in without a moment's delay. A bridge was 
there, but the driver laughed, as he looked with pride 
at his splendid Orloff horses, and said: “My horses do 
not need a bridge.” Then we passed through a villa 
where the cottages stood upon the grass, no paths be- 
tween them, nothing but grass, grass. The curtains 
were drawn at the windows, and apparently all the cot- 
tacers were asleep.

feet long, to stand on the step of the troika, and drive 
off the dogs.

Russian country houses are not old. because, as a rule. 
they are built of wood, but this one dated from the time 
of the great Catherine. She gave it to one of her 
brave and amorous—generals and his descendants. Its 
present owners have fitted it up entirely in the style 
of the period, with a few rooms in keeping with the 
Italian architecture. Marble steps led up to the ter- 
race, where we entered through long glass doors into 
an immense hall with countless small tables and settee. 
Each guestroom was correspondingly large; you could 
have danced a cotillon in it, even with the quantity of 
furniture which one finds always in Russian homes. 

A guest is not supposed to be visible In Russia de- 
fore 12 oclock, so we had our breakfast in our rooms, 
a substantial meal, such as a traveler would need after 
a long drive and so thrilling in experience; but at 12 
o'clock we were ready for the family breakfast. It was 
such a one as you would get in France-—of many courses, 
with numerous sweet dishes, and served with ceremony, 
a servant for each person at table. 

The library was the rendezvous for the afternoon, 
and there we lounged or read in the midst of books in 
many languages Russlan, Italian, French, English, 


German—wonderful old manuacripts on tne shelves, and 
bronze ficures of Catherine and her friend, the general 
of Russian warriors, poets, musicians, looking coldly 
down upon us. We had tea in the library at 5 o’clock— 
English afternoon tea, with the difference of a samo- 
var, instead of the steaming kettle; lemon for the tea, 
and sweets again, candied peaches and pears, strawber- 
ries, every fruit almost; preserves so rich and withal 
20 pretty that they seemed too good to eat. 

To the left of the brary lay the picture gallery. where 
Catherine figured again, resplendent in her imperial 
robes, and generations of family portraits hung quite 
as in an English ancestral hall. Glass doors opened out 
from the library upon a portico supported by mariiie 
columns; the steps took one down to the terrace, and 
beyond there was a tiny path along the river, and a 
romantic little moving bridge pulled across by a rope— 
a French “bac,” in fact.—[London Mail.

Mindanao’s Death Valley. 


G. CARPENTER of Chicago, who recently returned 
A. from the Philippine Islands, is in Denver. For 
three years he has been roaming around in unexplored 
and uncivilized parts of the islands, examining into the 
mineral possibilities of the country. During his visit 
to the islands he represented a Chicago company, to 
which he has but recently made a report of bis obser- 
‘ vations in the newly acquired territory. Of all of the 
unparalleled things which he saw, Mr. Carpenter says 
that the much-talked-of Valley af Death in the Island 
of Mindanao is the most wonderful and mysterious. 
“The famous valley,“ be says, “is far inland ia this 
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large island. The interior of the island is covered with 
mountains, and there are many indications of voleanic 
eruptions Atte one range of mountains is crossed 
there is a deep descent. This is the edge of the valley. 
Ht looks like the rim of a great crater, but it ts too 
large for that. It is surrounded by high mountains 
and covers many square miles. 

“When crossing the mountains the traveler sees & 
heavy mist similar to a fog hanging over the land 
beneath him. The mist is heavier and darker than the 
most dense fog, and it has never been known to clear 
away. As my party of five went down the mountain- 
side we felt that we were approaching that mist. 

“The air that we breathed was heavy and foul. We 
knew that there were poisonous gases in the atmos- 
phere from the very effect which the air above had upon 
us As I was not out upon an expedition to find out 
how much suffering we could endure | called a halt 
long before we were in the thick of the mist. We de- 
cided at once to return to the mountain-tops and sur- 
vey the valley at a distance I was anxious to make 
me report of the valley, for natives had brought 
nuggets of gold from the neighboring islands which were 
larger than any that I bad ever before heard of. They 
said that they had found these at the edge of the Valley 
of Death. 

“No one has ever been known to cross this strange 
valley, and several parties which have made the at- 
tempt have failed, and have been forced to return to 
the mountains exhausted and sick. Many people have 
been overcome by the poisonous gases, and have only 
been rescued by their companions whose lungs were 
not so quickly affected. 

“So far as I can understand I believe that there must 
be some volcanic fissure somewhere In the valley, and 
from this is constantly pouring forth the poisonous 
vapor which ever. hangs over the valley.

Life at Peshawur. 
SAW the city filled on the great festival of Muharram.

than were the depths of equatorial Africa. With some 
of the latter the experience of a visit to Peshawur was 
as exciting as that of a yokel to a fair used to be in 
old village days at home. With their skull caps, their 
long, loose shawls of dirty gray and blue, or their col- 
ored blankets, they were for the most part magnificent 
rufians, with careless and powerful frames, and faces 
stamped with that expression of western energy which 
distinguishes the Pathan from all the other races of the 
lethargic East. These are the young bloods. The gray- 
beards of the borderland h-~> heads modeled by ex- 
perience into Incomparable expressiveness and strength. 
They are full of ruthlessness 4nd guile. suffused with 
the half-grim, half-galliard humor that comes from a life 
successfully spent. Growing old upon the frontier is a 
dificult art. It argues the utmost ability of hand and 
head, where there are few men of mature age who have 
not killed at least one enemy who would otherwise have 
killed them. They survive because the enemy does not, 
Every meeting of the moliks is a collection of counte- 
nances such as make every European observer feel that 
Shakespeare and Rembrandt were deprived of opportu- 
nities. 

But outside the circult of mud walls, with 90,000 
people packed in a space that seems no more than suf- 
ficient for a third of their number, nothing could be of 
greater contrast than the transition from the city to tae 
cantonments. With the far-stretching vista of its shady 
avenues, closed in every direction by the shadows of the 
mountains, the great military suburb of Peshawur is one 
of the most desirable stations in India. I have not seen 
it in the springtime, when all the roadways break into 
roses, but even when the rain and wind bring down 
the withered leaves, the Peshawur cantonments are 
charming. They are spread over immense garden 
spaces in the big, loose, delightful manner of military 
cantonments throughout India. But the avenues are 
far longer and more picturesque than any I have seen 
elsewhere. The bungalows look as if they were planted 
out in Arcadia. Barrack buildings are surrounded by 
piazzas opening upon wide parade grounds. The bells 
of the handsome English church ring for ritualistic 
services within hearing of the city, where all Christians 
without distinction are abhorred. and the difference be- 
tween High and Low worship is infinitely more unin- 
telligible to the Moslem mind than Is the difference be- 
tween the Sunni and Shiah sects of Mohammedanism 
to the British man in the street.

one that is ezpeciaily unique and interesting. AI- 
fred Dolge. who is known all over the world as the 
founder of the model town of Dolgeville, in New York 
State, where profit-sharing. insurance of employés and 
other ideas of the kind were put into practice, has been 
ge resident of Los Angeles for about three years. At 
Dolgeville piano supplies of all kinds, especiaWy felt 

, were manufactured and exported to all parts of 
the world. For some time past Mr. Dolge has been 
jooking for an opportunity to build a new Dolgeville 
fe Southern Calitornia. As a beginning that may later 
develop into something of this kind, he nas, in partner- 
shin with R. H. F. Variel, Esq., established a sounding 
board factory, under the firm name of the D. V. Man- 
ufacturing Company, on Mateo street near Sixth, not 
far from the big new organ factory of the Harris Com- 
pany, now iff course of construction. 

In connection’ with this new industry, Mr. Dolge 
makes some statements that may prove of great inter- 
est to Southern California and lead to further indus- 
trial developmen . Mr. Dolge, who bas devoted much 
study to the science of forestry, has made careful ex- 
amination of various woods growing in different parts 
of the United States for the purpose of finding a lum- 
ber that has great resonant qualities and is consequently 
adapted for use in pianos and other musical instru- 
ments. He declares that the wood produced in Califor- 
nia bears a striking resemblance to the wood grown in 
the mountains of the Tyro) and in Northern Italy, where 
the wonderful violins are made, which makers through- 
Mr. Dolge 
believes that the difference in the quality of the Cre- 
mona violins is due to the quality cf the wood. By mi- 
croscopical observation he has discovered that the 
gummy material in the cells of the wood dried in the 
open air in Southern California shrivels up, whereas, in 
the East, where it bas to be kiln dried, it is driven out, 
thus making the wood less resonant. Another point is 
that in the East no plano manufacturers would think o! 
manufacturing wood that has not been stored for at 
least a year, whereas here it may be used after sixty 
days. In connection with Mr. Dolge’s statements it may 
be noted that thousands of carloads of shingles are 
shipped from the Puget Sound country to Corona, in 

iverside county, where they are allowed to dry before 
being shipped East. 

If Mr. Dolge's surmises are correct, Los Angeles may 
before long Become a great manufacturing city 
pianos and all kinds of musical instruments constructed 
of wood.

The Silk Worm. 

7 ONSIDERABLE interest is being taken just now in 
tom culture in Southern California. The subject has 
cropped up in this State from time to time during the 
past fifty years. Some people think silk culture might 
be made a great success here, while others deciare it 
tw be impossible, on account of the much higher cost 
labor than in the Orient. Some Los Angeles women 
dare secured permission to establish a silk culture sta- 
tion in Elysian Park. A correspcndent writes from 
Banta Monica as follows: 

“Will silk worms live on any other article of food 
besides mulberry leaves; also where might I purchase 
the worms? No mulberry trees grow here, but 1 
thought they might subsist on sugar.” 

If the correspondert will write to Miss Carrie Wil- 
liams of San Diego, she will doubtles# receive the in- 
formation asked for. When the editof of this depart- 
ment was a boy, ai school in England, there was at one 
time a rage for keeping silk’ worm’. The boys would 
buy the eges affixed to a piece of paper, and 
Wear them next to the skin, unte they were hatched 
by the heat of the body. Mulberry leaves were scarce in 
London, and we would substitute for mulberry leaves 
the leaves of blackberry vines, upon which the worms 
seemed to thrive well. The writer has never heard of 
such a thing as the feeding of silk worms on sugar.

Farmers who have cottages with gardens attached 
for their help appear to experience little trouble in se- 
curing all the men they need. Asa rule these men are 
married, and are the most desirable kind of laborers. 
The demand for steady work on farms with cottages 
is so great on the part of those looking for positions as 
to indicate that plenty of efficient help may be secured 
by farmers who are able to comply with such condi- 
“ons. In England it is a general practice among farm- 
ers to furnish their help with cot tages. 

By means of the great number of letters received the 
following points concerning present conditions are 
brought out clearly: 

Farmers for some years have been experiencing great 
trouble with drinking, 1azy help, who seldom cared to 
retain their positions longer than three or four weeks. 

A few farmers offer te pay their help extra for work 
done after 6 p.m. and on public holidays. 

Farmers who supply their help with cottages and 
small gardens have had little trouble securing and re- 
taining good men. 

The better class of men looking for positions on farms

Married men desire small cottages with gardens. 

A general demand is made for more regular hours of 
farm work, the privilege of having every sccond Sunday 
off at least, and all public holidays. 

Many want regular pay days. 

A few complain of having been unzastly treated by 
farmers in former positions. 

Some men seem to be looking for easy positions with 
little to do. 

Persons seeking employment on the farm through the 
assistance of our belp bureau should be specific in 
answering inquiries. To the farmer who wants your 
services it is not enough to state in your application 
for a position that you were born on a farm, or that you 
understand general farm work. In replying to adver- 
Uisements your first letter should contain the plainest 
and fullest account of yourself and your experience, 
with all details of interest, as it is the first letter whiod 
decides if further correspondence is worth while. Many 
a good man is behind a poorly-worded letter, but how 
is the adVertiser to know anything of the applicant un- 
less his merits are stated in plain terms? , 


THE DAIRY. 
Cheese for the Southern Trade. 


HAT is the-difference in the price of cheese in 

Wisconsin and the southern States? We would 
like to go to some southern State and open up a market 
if this would be profitable. How do they store their 
cheese in Southern Illinois and Tennessee?—({Grzyll 
Brothers, Wisconsin. 

Cheddar cheese retails for 15 to 20 cents in Knoxville, 
Tenn., depending on the season, and then it is is not 
always of the best quality, for unfortunately some skim- 
milk cheese is sent into the South. There are plenty 
of good markets in the South for the manufacture of a 
good reliable cheese if one cares to make the effort to 
open up a market. Cheese frequently has a bad reputa- 
tion because of the inferior quality of much of that 
sent into the South, but this is entirely the fault of the 
manufacturers and can be remedied by furnishing one’s 
customer's a first-class article of uniform quality. 

Cheese cannot be kept in the far South in summer in 
any quantity, except in cold storage and it would have 
to be used up quickly in order to keep it in prime con- 
dition. As there are cold storage plants in all cities 
and towns of any size, it is not a difficult matter to 
manage this part of the business. 

I am not prepared to say that there is any one sec- 
tion of the country offering peculiar advantages for the 
cheese business. Anyone contemplating establishing a 
cheese factory should visit the South and inspect the 
market conditions for themselves. The responsibility 
of giving an -opinion on this subject is much greater 
than the writer believes it just or fair to assume. There 
are a good many fine towns along the Mississippi River 
where the cheese industry is but little developed and 
which should afford a good market.—[Orange Judd 
Farmer. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
The Incubator. 

EGINNERS with incubators and brooders§ some- 
times have a great loss of chicks in the bropders. 
An experienced poultry man, quoted by the Western 
Poultry World, says: “More chicks are killed in brood- 
ers by too much heat than from any other cause. I al- 
ways aim to keep my brooder room as near 70 deg. as 
ean be done, and then I use no brooders at all. I Am- 
ply tack a blanket onto a box so that it will drop down 
aver the chicks and they stretch themselves out in per- 
fect warmth and content.” Commenting on the fore- 
going, the Poultry World says: 


common room in an old barn or outhouse heated with 
a stove and some of the chicks could be kept on the 
floor and some of them on benches, so that every foot 
of the space could be utilized. The chicks on the 
benches would do equally as well as those on the 
ground if the same conditions obtain. Lat the 
benches be covered with earth to the depth of two 
inches and then let them be littered with chaff. 

“The writer has often made hovers of slashed flannel, 
but the gentleman's idea of lining the hover with an 
old woolen blanket that will come down over the backs 
of the babies is infinintely better. In lieu of a warm 
house, @ person may make a smal! affair that will keep 
individual broods of chicks by using a common coffee 
box. Fit a lid to the top and then bank it up all around 
with earth; put a sloping addition to the front in which 
is a pane of glass for light; bank this pane up also with 
dirt or stable manure, but make a box through the 
banking so that the chicks can get out to the ground 
when the weather is fine. In the back part, twice a day, 
place a big jug of bot water for warmth and if properly

tonishing rapidity. Early chicks always grow well if 
they have balf a chance, but they do not need as much 
artificial heat as many people suppose.

LIVE STOCK. 
Horse Markets Active. 


EMAND for horses ofall etandard grades seems un- 

usually active everywhere, and the average of prices 
hae risen within a few weeks. Business norses, farm 
and draft animals are called for largely, There is also 
a good market for roadsters and trotting stock of high 
grade. 

Of this last class a dealer says: “The trouble is with 
the supply. We know what we want, and so do our 
buyers, bu¢ it is practically Impossible to get enough 
horses to fill the bill. Fair business ia being done in 
| horses of medium character, but the best are in the 
hands of men who have to be tempted to sell. Prices 
| are consequently away above those of last year, and 
there is little-hope of any change in the situation in the 
near future. The demand is growing because the leis- 
ure class is increasing. The supply is short because 
several years ago breeders stopped breeding on account 
of the panic and consequent low prices. Animals worth 
$2000 today were sold then for $200. Foreign buyers 
snapped them up. Then came an abnormal demand in 
this country, until the supply of really sensational 
horses became exhauzted. The export trade is small 
now simply because we have not sufficient good harness 
horses in this country to supply local wants, ahd we 
can get better prices right here for bigh-class carriage 
horses than the foreign agents will pay. There is no 
other country that we can call upon for supply. There 
is the situation in a nutshell.“ The dealer urges the 
farmers to breed such stock and compete with the un- 
reasonable prices asked by wealthy owners of fancy 
stock farms.—[{American Cultivator.

GAMES OF KLAMATH INDIANS. 


THE Boys CLING TO GAMES TuUAT PLAYED 
HUNDREDS or YEARS Aco. 


By a Special Contzibutor. 


Although the Klamath Indians of Oregon long 
ago adopted the manners and customs of the waite 
people, they still preserve among them their an- 


cient sports and games. 

The_Klamaths Jive in wickiups—houses of rough 
bon des- and have little villages of their own. A game 
that the boys of this tribe are fond of ts called Suk 
thuks.” It is generally played on the floors of the 
wickiups in winter. 

The boys sit opposite each other on the floor, about 
ten feet apart. Each is provided with a bow two feet 
long and three arrows, made of reeds and tipped with 
hard wood. One of the players takes a ring four inches 
in diameter, made of bark fiber, and rolls it toward the 
other, who shoots his arrow at it as it rolls. His object 
is to pierce the ring before it stops rolling, and if he 


| aw! through the center of tbe 


| does so he scores one. 

But, as the ring with the arrow in it stops, the first 
player shoots at it with his bow and tries to disloige 
the arrow sent into it by the first player. If he suc- 
ceede, he also scores one, and that round is a tie, and, 
therefore, does not count. 

The second player then takes the ring and rolls it 
back toward the first player. who shoots at it; and so 
they go on for hours at a time, the family standing 
about and applauding the good shots. 

The ring is rolled with great speed and it is not so 
easy to hit es it travels. There are freqyent misses, 
when the onlookers all laugh at the unlucky boy w ose 
arrow gos as'ray. 

Shukshuks means ring in the Klamath lancuage. 
There are severa! modifications of the ring gam to all 
of which the name is given. 

In one varicty the ring is only half an inch in diam- 
eter and the boys, instead of shooting arrows at it as 
it rolls across the floor, jab at it with 
a little ivory awl, striving to put the 
ring without touch- 
ing tre whirling hoop or stopping it in any way. An 
| expert player will jab his awl through first one side and 
then the other. his hand moving with great ewiftness 
and accuracy. To pierce one side counts one; to pierce 


both sides counts two. If he touches the ring with his 
awl be gets a zero mark. 

Another game is called Shikna, which means cars.“ 
A forked stick is stuck iu the ground and the plazers 
retire to an agreed-upon distance from it. Each player 
is provided with a shikna, or spear, of willow six feet 
long and sharpened at the end. The players throw their 
spears in turn, each trying to make his shikna fall so 
that one end of it will rest in the fork of the stick in 
the ground. The player who does this scores five. If 
no player's spear falls in the fork of the stick the 
player whose shikna falls nearest the goa! scores one.

This game can be played by any number of boys and 
the one who makes ten first wins the game. 

Prof. George A. Dorsey. who has made a 
study of the Klamath Indians, rays that in one of the 
chikn. genes he saw there war a player who did not

Prof. Dorsey has collected, and das in his keeping in 

specimens of 

al! the ar.icles used by the Kilamaths in playing ther var- 

jous games. These could easily be duplicated by waite 
children who wanted to try them. 

A game called “punching out the moon is played 
both by children and grown-ups. Ar elonga‘ed ball of 
pith, wound with fiber, hes a loop atiached to one end. 
and from this loop runs a string six inches: long, on the 
end of which is an ivory pin or a porcupine quill. The 
player takee this pin, or quill, between his thumb and 
forefinger and, giving the ball a toes, tries to insert 
the pin in the little loop at the top of the ball. 


This game is played only in winter. The Klamath In- 
dians believe that as often as they sticx the pin in the 
loop they shorten a little the winter months and hasten 
the coming of spring. 

Another game is called the stick game. Two large 
and two small sticks are arranged by one of the players 
under a blanket so that the other players canno: see in 
what order they lie. Then they guess at the order and 
a succeseful gutes counts a point. It will readily be 
seen that there are six ways in which the sticks can be 
laid under the blanket—two big ones followed by two 
little ones; two little ones followed by two big ones: a 
little one,-a big one, a little one and a big one again; 
big one, little one, big one, little one; little one, two 


which they make by sticsing a peg through 2 dise of 
wood. They declare that they had tops in the Kiamath 
tribe long before the white men came to their country, 
and there is every reason to believe that they did. 

The Klamaths do not seem to have taken to the 
games of the white man, but stirk to their own ancient 
forms of amusement. Some day, however, they may 
learn to play baseball. H. IRVING KING.

MILITARY PRISONER'S APPEAL TO 
THE PRESIDENT. 


Robert Green, Who Deserted Army ia 
Order to Wed, Asks Chief Execu- 
tive to Pardon Him—Pasadena Bride 
Yearning for Husband's Freedom. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, March %2.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) President Roosevelt 
has a pardon problem on hand, and 
this is the story of it: 

There has been received at the War 
Department a petition addressed in 
due form to the President of the United 
States. It is signed by Robert Green, 
a military prisoner at Alcatraz Island, 
Cal., who deserted from the army a 
year ago while stationed at the Pre. 
sidio, San Francisco, his object being 
to marry the daughter of the late 
Capt. W. 8. Garvey, First Cavalry. He 
was sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment at hard labor, in addition to dis- 
honorable discharge, and one-half of 


that period of confinement has expired. 
The petitioner says: 

“When a boy I became acquainted 
with Miss Bertha Garvey. and as chil- 
dren we became strongly attached to 
each other and always spoke of getting 
married when we should arrive at the 
proper age. We corresponded while I 
was in the navy. and I had strom 
hope of meeting her at the expiration 
of my term of service, but somehow or 
other. Mise Garvey and her mother 
drifted away to some point beyond my 
knowledge. So, not being able to find 
her. I enlisted in the Twenty-fourth 
Field Artillery on September 4, 1901, 
and served at the Presidio. Through 
correspondence with a lady friend al 
the Woman's Relief Corps Home at 
Evergreen, near San José, I obtained 
Mies Garvey'’s address and at once 
went to see her. Our attachment for 
each other became stronger than ever 
before. In fact, seeing her helpless sit- 
uation, I was of a strong 


feeling that it was my duty, ae well as 


my greatest pleasure, to make her my 
wife and give her such home and pro- 
tection as I was able. In order to do 
this I made a strong and persistent ef- 


fort to obtain an honorable discharge 
from the army, but failing in this, my 
desire seemed to overcome my better 


judgment, and on June 14. 1992, I regret 


to say. I deserted and was married to 


Mies Garvey at Pasadena.” 

Young Green pleads with the Presi- 
dent that he is not a criminal, but a 
patriotic citizen, and that, in view of 
the fact of his previous honorable 
service. and with the single exception 
of thie offense. his record is without 


reproach, he feels that the Chief Ex- 


ecutive will extend clemency and grant 
pardon. 

“Not only.” he says, “that I may re- 
turn to my wife and her mother, 
where my services are so much needed, 
but also to wipe out the stain which 
mare an otherwise honorable record.” 

Mre. Green, the heroine of this ro- 
mance, still resides with her mother 
in Pasadena, anxiously awaiting the 
time when her husband will rejoin her. 
She hae enlisted the interest of influ- 
ential friends to get him out of prison.

There have been 
so many dismissals, reductions and 
transfers of late, together with rumors 
of more changes, that the clerks are 
in much the same condition as at the 
change of an administration in the 
old days, when the slogan was “Turn 
the rascals out.” 

The President has let it be known 
that he will not tolerate immorality on 
the part of any office-holder, high or 
low, and more than one official has suf- 
fered already from the enforcement of 
this rule. 

The President will overlook certain 
shortcomings on the part of govern- 
ment employés, but he has set his foot 
down hard on one kind of wrongdoing 
and has ordered that where a clear 
case is established, the offender shall 
lose his official head. Charges of im- 
morality against certain out-of-town 
Officials are now being investigated by 
directions from the White House, and 
removals are looked for in the next 
few days. 

While the President is waging this 
crusade, Secretary Shaw is continuing 
his policy of getting rid of men who 
have grown old in the service. He has 
marked for removal and reduction half 
a dozen chiefs of divisions in the 
Treasury Department, and in branches

Gable The sledging parties 
of the British Antarctic ship Discov- 
ery. whore expériences were reported 
by the relief ship Morning. on the lat- 
ters arrival here Wednesday, engaged 
in much hagardous work. The dash 
southward of Capt. Scott of the Dis- 
covery, as a result of which he reached 
lat. 82.17 south, was attended by greet 
hardships and extra strain. The soft- 
‘ened snow told quickly on the dogs 
which all died. The rty had only a 
month's provisions when they left the 
southernmost depot, and therefore it 
was impossible to continue southward 
without inviting disaster. The return 
journey was most trying. The party 
were on short rations for five days, 
and their progress vas seriously un- 
by fog. Lieut. Shackleton wurst 
a blood vessel in one of hie lungs. and 
only his pluck pulled him through. 

The crew of the Discovery are de- 
scribed as having paipably aged owing 
to hard living, but all are well and 
cheerful. 

Another party. under Lieut. Barnes, 
was returning from a sledge journey 
toward Cape Crozier, when a blizzard 
struck them, ten miles from home. 
Barnes abandoned his tents and sledges 
and left the doge to find their own 
way to the ship. Owlng to the blinding 
snow, Barnes and his companions 
were unable to see two yards ahead. 
While they were descending a slope 
one of the party disappeared, and 
members of the expedition discovered 
themselves to be on the edge of a high 
precipice. Another member of the 
party fell from sheer weariness and 
was not missed for some time, and he 
was eventually given up as lost by the 
rest of his compauions, who searched 
for him. But it developed that the 
man slept under a drift for thirty-six 
hours and he rejoined the ship un- 
harmed. 

The members of another sledge ex- 
pedition, under Licut. Armitage, 
which went westward, were away 
fifty-two days. They attained an alti- 
tude of 9000 feet and descended on an 
ice slide to a giacier 3000 feet below. 
The descent was perilous. The sledger 
at one part of the descent covered 1300 
feet in a minute and ten seconds, their 
occupants hanging on by straps to the 
back of the sledge. Lieut. Armitage 
fell into a crevasse and hung ninety 
feet below the surface. But for the fact 
that he was harnessed to the others 
he would have fallen 2000 feet. 

At Cape Adair the Discovery found 
Borch Grevink's house in a good state 
of preservation. 

There were some cases of acurvy 
during the sledge journeys but they 
recovered on the return of the sufferc- 
ers to the ship. There were many 
complaints about the tinned provisions. 
The places of Lieut, Shackelton and 
the others who returned on the Morn- 
ing. were not filled, as Capt. Scott still 
has forty-one men in the crew of the 
Discovery.

FArAL STRIKE RIOT. 
IN THE URAL MOUNTAINS. 
‘BY THE ASSOCIATED 

ST. PHTERSBURG, March 28.—{By 
Atiantic Cable.}A great strike riot ac- 
companied by much bloodshed, has oc- 
curred at the town Slatousk, in the 
government of Oofa, among the Ural 
Mountains. Seventy-eight persons were 
Mlled and wounded. 

The strike started in the State Iron 
‘Works, where 509 men walked out, de- 
manding the release of three of their 
comrades, who had been arrested. The 
Governor of the province, who went 
to inquire into the facts, was mobbed 
as he was entering the house of the 
manager of the works. The rioters 
stormed the house, and smashed in the 
doors and windows. The Mayor. with 
a force of gendarmes and a detachment 
of troops. then arrived on the scene and 
ordered the strikers to disperse. The 
latter, however, stood their ground, 
and the Mayor was wounded by a re- 
volver shot. The gendarmes and the 
troops immediately replied with vol- 
leys and killed or wounded seventy- 
eight men. 

Siatousk is the town of a mining dis- 
trict. and is the center of the south- 
ern imperall mines. It has tron works, 
and an extensive manufactory of da- 
masked scimitara, and articles of in- 
and embossed steel.

The most etriking features of the 
trial were the number and prominence 
of t™%: witnesses, seventy of whom 
Frau Roth summoned for her defense, 
and their strong faith in the genuine- 
ness of the “revelations” they had 
witnessed. The witnesses included 
Baroness Von Moltke. and the most 
distinguished of all, George Sulzer. 
president of the Supreme Court of 
Switzerland, who testified that he him- 
self, being accustomed to weighing ev- 
idence, was convinced that the me- 
dium cSuld not have concealed about 
her, undamaged. such quantities of 
reses as were usually showered down 
at the close of a seance, and he had 
watched her performances narrowly, 
being disposed to skepticism. She hed, 
he added, told him things concerning 
his private home life. 

Other witnesses of excellent standing 
testified that during a snowstorm, 
roses with newly fallen snow on them 
dropped through the ceiling. 

About 150 roses were found in Frau 
Roth's clothes by the detectives when 
She was arrested at the moment one 
of these flower showers began.

HE DIED FIGHTING. 


San Miquel Emptied His Revolver 
Among the Macabebes After He Had 
Fallen, Mortally Wounded.

MANILA, March 28.—{[By Manila Ca- 
dle.) The report that San Miquel, the 
Filipino leader, was killed in Friday's 
fight near Mariquina is confirmed. His 
body has been identified, and delivered 
to his relatives for burial. 

San Miquel, with his bodyguard, con- 
sisting of thirty men, abandoned the 
fort at Mariquina and attempted to 
escape. but the Macabebe scouts sur- 
rounded the party, mortally wounded 
San Miquel and killed six of his body- 
guard.

Paul Morton Would Like to See All 
Rail Traffi Under Federal Supervision, 


Same as Rivers.

CHICAGO, March %.-—( Exclusive 
Diepatch.} “I should like to see all the 
transportation that passes between the 
points in the same State, ee well as 
inerstate traffic, declared subject to 
Federal supervision and made amen- 
able to the national commission.” 

This was one of the expressions made 
by Paul Morton, second vice-president 
of the Santa Fé, today, when asked 
why he had been so active in se>ur- 
ing the Elkine law and in seeing it is 
obeyed by Western roads. 

“This and a law which will permit 
railroads to make some agreement re- 
garding division of traffic will, I think, 
be the next step in the traffle refor- 
mation of the country,” continued Mr, 
Morton. 

“Congress assumes control over all 
our navigable streams and you cannot 
ulld a bridge over any one of them 
without « permit from the government, 
no matter whether it be a State bridge 
or an + bridge. I belleve that 
railroads should be treated the same 
as navigable streams, for they are 
that. and nothing more, with respect 
to the commerce of the nation. State 
railroad commissions are constantly 
clashing with the interstate commis. 

. the former by their orders at- 
tempting to nullify the orders of the 
latter. This sort of thing is spreading, 
and lam opposed to any construction 
of the oid State's rights doctrine that is 
intended to obstruct interstate com- 
merce or curtall its freedom. 

“If the State railroad commissions 
are going to continue to legisiate for 
cnly those within their own boundaries 
and against al! others in 
matters, it will not de len before the 
regulation of both State and interstate 
traffic passes under Congressional con-

“I believe that the Elina law will 
prevent discrimination in both freight 
and passenger rates, and much to pre.

Our most isolated consulate is that 
at Tahiti, in the Society Isiands—out 
in the mid-Pacific, south of the equa- 
tor. This little dot in the sea belongs 
to France. Its population is 10,000, the 
number of American citizens in the 
entire group being but %% Uncle 
Sam, contrary to his usual policy, owns 
his consulate here. It is a little, @hite 
frame cottage, with a sloping roof, 
shaded by tall t cal trees. In the 
surrounding country the natives busy 
themselves with the culture of vanilla 
beans, cocoanuts, cotton, sugar and 
various tropical fruits. French sol- 
diars and marines are ever ready to 
protect our representatives in the event 
of any touble. 

TAHITI NOT 80 BAD. 

In spite of its isolation, Tahiti is not 
a bad place in which to live. The 
climate is very equable, and Americans 
find it healthy. The island is far re- 
mote from the hurricane belt of the 

fic, and in the hot season the tem- 
perature rarely rises above §2 des. 
while in the cool half of the Year it 
does not drop below 6 deg. Consul 
Doty, ts a Princeton graduate. and has 
been a missionary in various lands. 
He receives but $1000 in salary, and his 
fees amount to about $13 a year. More- 
over the living expenses on the island 
are high, as a result of the excessive 
customs tax, in some cases 0 per cent. 
It ig estimated that it costs an Ameri- 
can to ive in this colony just twice 
the amount required of him in the 
United States. The Tahiti post, there- 
fore, is one which has had few attrac- 
tions for the politician in years past. 
Consul Doty lately succeeded his« 
brother, who had held the commission 
since 1888, and who was once a page 
in the United States Senate. 

Our Consul at Hobart. Tasmania, is 
another isolated official. But this 
Island. south of Australia, and one of 
the Federated States thereof, boasts of 
one of the healthiest climates of the 
world. Neither the summer heat nor 
the winter cold is excessive. House 
rent and the cost of provisions are 
both moderate. Consul Webster, an 
Englishman by birth, is 71 years old, 
and has held his t for twenty-seven 
years. He is only in. fees. 

In Madagascar, is another ovwt-of- 
the-way post. That big island, east 
l | of the southern point of Africa, is the 
home of the biack Hovas, and in ad- 
dition to our representatives, there are 
no ‘resident Americans at Tamatave, 
where our consulate is located. This 
town is built upon a small tongue of 
land jutting out from the coast, an! 
do marrow that when walking on the 
main street one can see the ocean 
washing the beach a few hundred 
yards to the right and ett. A few 
years ago the French exiled tite 
Hova Queen of Madagascar, and set 
up their own progressive régime upon 
the island. revious to that time 
filthy streets of Tamatave were 
knee deep in sand. In the center of 
the town stood an unsightly collection 
of native huts. But Consul Hunt re- 
ports that an era of reconstruction has 
commetcei. Our consulate sit- 
wated near the similar headquarters of 
Italian. German and Norwegian gov- 
ernments. Consul Hunt receives $2009 
a year. and insignificant fees. He re- 
ports that living expenses are 5° per 
cent. higher than in the United 
States. Europeans and Americans 
find the climate healthy, provided they 
may leave the island at least once in 
three years. 

MALARIA AT SIERRA LEONE. 

At Sierra Leoge, on the weet coast of 
Africa, just north of the equator, our 
Coneul must battle with the dread 
maiaria. The climate is very un- 
healthy for foreigners the year round. 
Only fifty Americans reside in the dis- 
trict, and it is a lonely spot. The 
Consul’s salary is $1500, and last year 
he realized only in fees. 

Our Consul at Zanzibar enjoys the 
fellowship of but two Americans in 
his entire district, which includes 200, 
000 people, mostly negroes. These 
blacks are dominated by Arabs. Bev- 
erai thousand Hindus reside in the 
Sultanate. The American consulate is 
at Zasdzibar,. the capital of the island, 
and the largest city of the eastern sea.

At Beirut, the seaport ef Damascus 
and the chief city of Syria and Pulle 
tine our Consul is enervated by extreme 
heut and humidity during eight months 
of the year. So trying is the climate 
that the wives and children of Amer- 
ans and Europeans located at this 
Mediterranean port must depart during 
July, August and September. In Bei- 
rut there are 105 Americans out of a 
total population of 125,000. so the Con- 
sul ts by no means isolated from his 
fellow -countrymen. Hie district em- 
braces the Holy Land and the Isiand of 
Cyprus. About 400 persons of Syrian 
birth. but claiming American protection 
are constantly calling upon him to in- 
tervene in their behalf with the Turkish 
government, The Consul’s salary is 
$2000 and he receives about $800 addi- 
tional in fees. 

Our Chinese consuls had no sinecures 
during the recent Boxer uprisings. We 
have in the Celestial Empire nine con- 
sular posts paying all the way from 
$2000 to $5000, but none yielding so much 
as $1000 in fees. Our Canton consulate 
is located with those of other countries, 
on a Small island separated from the 
city by a canal. On account of the

WIDENING SIXTH STREET. 
ACTIVE MOVEMENT SET AFOOT. 

The following information t 
nished The Times by a citizen who 
ie interested in the proposed widen- 
ing of Sixth street west of Figueroa: 

The movement recently started to 
widen and straighten Sixth street from 
Hill street west, is in the right direc- 
tion, and wil! greatiy benefit, not only 
the property along that street. but a 
large section of the city which now has 
no direct or convenient means of ac- 
cess to the business center. It is a 
misfortune to the business center that 
the cross streets were not originally 
made wider. If Second. Third «an@ 
Fourth streets, between Main and Hill, 
were cighty feet wide, with sixteen- 
foot sidewalks, property would be as 
valuable and bring as much inceme as 
the north and south streets in gde 
mame localities. Fifth street, between 
Hl and Main, has been widened on 
the north side by agreement of the 
property owners. Sixth street is the 
firet cross street which traverses the 
city east and west. Seventh street has 
been widened to righty feet, but a mis- 
take has been made in retaining the 
ol4 narrow sidewalks. Property on 
Seventh street readily brings 5° per 
cent. more than on Sixth street in the 

„ ok. There is no foundation for 
thie except the difference in the two 
streets. There is no rearon why prop- 
erty on Sixth street. when widened and 
impreved, should not be as valuable or 
more so for all purposes, than its 
neighbor on the south. 

It simply needs an awakening of the 
property owners to the advantare of 
their situation. Sixth street now has a 
width varying from 30 feet to 87% feet. 
West of Figueroa it turns all sorts of 
unnecessary corners, and climbs un- 
necesrary grades, which retard traffic 
and would shame an ordinary country 
lane. It is now proposed to widen the 
street to eighty feet. with sidewalks 
suitable for a business street from Hill 
street to Figueroa. and to continue the 
street at the same width, and in as 
near a direct line as practicable unt 
it intersects that pert which is now 
eighty-two and one-half feet wide. This 
will practically make a new street 
from Figueroa to Bixel street, and will 
reduce the grade more than d per cent 
Tt is not proposed to disturb the grade 
of any of the present streets This. 
however, may require the bridging of 
St. Paul avenue, where it crosses the 
new part of Sixth street, which it is 
proposed to do by a steel structure on 
the present grade of m. Paul avenue, 
under which the new street will pase.

ARMED UNION GANG. 


Japs With Revolvers Patrol Streets 
and Stop People, and Peace Officers 
Do Nothing—Los Angeles ‘Agitator 
Causes Ten Arrests. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF TIMES.) 


OXNARD, March situation 


in which this city finds itself is cer- 
tainly outrageous. It is practically in 
the hands of a Japanese-Mexican vig- 
llance committee. Last night the town 
was patroled by armed orientals. They 
pretended to be searching for men 
who were engaged in Monday's riot. 
They had guards posted at every alley- 
way and street corner; Hotel Oxnard, 
where President Herz and Manager 
Inose of the contracting company re- 
side, was surrounded all night, and 
passers by were startled at having 
oriental faces stuck out at them from 
dark corners. O. A. Newsome and G. 
W. Nance were stopped by Japs with 
revolvers, and when they proved to 
be white men were allowed to proceed, 
with a muttered apology from the Japs 
that they were not the parties wanted. 


This is a strange situation for an 


American town, and there are few 
communities that would tolerate it. 
Manager Israel of Hotel Oxnard is 
highly incensed at the apparent Inabil- 
ity of the peace officers to poste him 
from annoyance and inv 


John Murray, the rank Los Angeles 


socialist agitator, swore to ten com- 
plaints at 8 o'clock last night before 
Justice Mehn, charging the defendants 
with misdemeanors in disturbing the 
ag or at the riot Monday. He says he 


here to “protect the honor of organ- 


ized labor,“ but it looks like a scheme 
to further -handicap the company by 
arrésting its chief men. Two of these 
warrants were served this morning by 
Constable Eason on Ensuk! Yamamato 
and Ormosuki Fukumato The men 
were found at Hotel Oxnard in con- 
sultation with Manager Inose of the 
company, and it was for these men 
1— the union maintained such a 
close guard about the hotel. They even 
followed baggage to the devot and a 
gang of about twenty orientalis looked 
it over to see that no men were being 


1 out of town in trunks. 
hen arraigned before Justice Mehn, 


doch men arrested pleaded not guilty. 
and their trials were set for Monday 
at 10 a.m, and 2 p.m., respectively, and 
they were released on $50 bail. 


The union still patrols the town. 


nosing around for more non-union 
men. They have about fifty witnesses 
subponaed for the inquest Monday 
over the body of Luis Vasquez. The 
Coroner intended to have the inquest 
in the office of Justice Harris, but the 
union objected and agreed to hire Pio- 
neer Hall and pay the bill. The in- 
quest will probably last several days 
and will undoubtedly be productive of 
some sensational features. The object 
of having a large hall is to allow a 
crowd of union men to be on 3 
for their “moral” influence. 


Besides keeping the town in a a 


ment, these troubles are going to prove 
more or less expensive to the county. 
A dosen jury trials and a week-long 
inquest is going to count some. 


The contracting company has a num- 


ber of gangs out, but unless they can 
import men they are idle to have to 
forfeit a good many contracts. It 
looks as though trouble „ already 
brewing in the union camp. A farmer 
said this morning that he had a propo- 
sition from a union contractor shav- 
ing union rates, and was asked to keep 
it quiet, as it would make trouble in 
the union if it got out. 


Citizens are wondering bo long the 


peace officers will permit the loud 
mouthed agitators and the foreign 
unionists with guns to run the town. 
Indignation among the people is run- 
ning high at the outrages allowed.

“nosing” Japs have not been shot in 
their tracks.

Promoters Themselves Surprised 


at Size of Scheme.

What Garland Docsn I Tell More 
Interesting Than What 
He Docs Teil. 


Faamination of the franchise appli- 
@ation filed by William M. Garland, the 
real estate broker, on Friday, proves 
that its maguitude been underes- 
timated. Neither Mr. Gerland nor 
Clarence A. Miller, his attorney, was 
able to state the mileage covered by 
the proposed franchise. Sixty miles 
was given as a rough estimate, and it 
was a very conservative one. In real- 
ity eighty-one miles of streets are cov- 
ered by the application, which would 
give 164 miles of street raflway esti- 
mated on the single-track basis in use 
By street railway corporations. 

By tracing the routes on the map it 
fs found that the franchise covers 
practically 1150 biocks. On the basis 
ef fourteen blocks to the mile, which 
is about the average in Los Angeles, 
the stated mileage is obtained. 

Nothing further concerning the ident- 
ty of the men who are backing the 
Garland application was obtainabdie 
yesterday, and apparentiy the other 
street railway companies in the city 
are as much in the dark as any one. 
As Was natural, the rumor that W. A. 
Clark. the millionaire Senator of Mon- 
tana, had renewed his cfforts to secure 
Wal traction lines, went the rounds 
yesterday, but there appeared to be no 
tangibie basis for the report. The only 


sion is the disposition of local agents 
of the Salt Lake road to assist the 
Los Angeles Traction Company in e- 
euri franchise concessions.

Followja@ the customary method 
of preparing the smatlipox vaccine, 
Paeteu® and Wis aides found that by 
Geliberately cultivating his microbes 
throug a succession of youtie an- 
mals, he was able seo to attenuate the 
poison they secret as to make It rela- 
tively harmless. Nevertheless, as in 
the case of vaccination, the fungus 
thus modified wae able, by tnducinge 
n mild form of the disease, to confer 
imenunity against a more virulent at- 
tack. His dramatic cures of the 
dreaded hydronhobla instantly rave his 
dens a world-wide vogue, and In scarce 
eny land of the earth were there lack- 
ng eager eptrits to follow out and ex- 
plore the paths thus so brilllantly 
opened up.

The Viceroy’s palace, a hideous 
building put up for the occasion, is 
in the center of the camp, all the 
streets of tents leading off from it, 
and on the broadest and finest street 
are the tents of the visiting dukes 
and earls. Their graces of Portland 
and Marlborough, the Earls of Creve, 
Durham and Tousdale, Viecount Fr- 
rington and Mrs. and Miss Leiter. the 
Lard Bishop of Calcutta and the Hon. 
Frank Curzon were among the names 
on the tinv sign boards in front of the 
different tents of that street. Mrs. 
Leiter's camp was done in browns and 
yellows, very pretty and comfortable 
with plently of books and flowers, dec- 
orative screens =" petted plants. + 
It entered our Minds to wonder hr 
the mother and sister of the Vicerein : 
were not housed under the same ref 
with their daughter and sister, but 
far be it from us to judge. Lady 
Curzon's time was so full during that 
two weeks in Delhi that, we were told, 
Mrs. Leiter could not even see her 
except for ten minutes at a time and 
then only once or twice.
